irroa and a stenographer.

Mr. Phillips slid not know ol 
bis own knowledge how the letters were 
ODtaintd, but he could surmise.

I/ear Dr. Mevritl: We are about part- 
ing from the Uasco, which leturns to 
San franci'isco while we stay here. 
Captain Otis, .ror whom we have ail 
conceived a high esteem, is to arrange 
all the business matters; so I will not 
troabli) you with -them. He is also 
taking you some photographs, which 
(as a part of tbe adventures of tbe 
Casco) you may like to have. The 
cruise has been singularly fortunate; 
the Caico has won all our hearts; and 
I shall see her go away with sorrow. 
She is as able as she is pretty, and 
Captain Otis has handled her in excel- 
lent stvle. Our luck in weather has 
been detestable. From Tahiti here, we 
nearlv broke the record the wrung way ; 
indeed we had nothing bnt SLjualls and 
calms, head winds and bend seas, and 
were reduced to pie fruit, salt horse and 
hard t:ick when we sighted Honolulu.
